Huntoon Relishes Rochester Tenure

Ask James Huntoon what it takes to be an effec- 
tive Town Administrator, and he'll tell you it requires 
equal parts skill, communication and, most of all, a great 
sense of humor. Those who have come to know the retir- 
ing Rochester Town Administrator during his eight-year 
tenure will readily appreciate that last bit of advice. 

Having served as the town's second-ever Town 
Administrator, the former Mattapoisett Selectman and 
current Mattapoisett Water /Sewer Commissioner took 
over from Russell Dean in August of 1998 at a time when 
the rural community was ready to move forward and 
buck its former trend of resisting change. Indeed, the 
changes he managed to affect in Rochester are what Mr. 
Huntoon boasts about with some justifiable pride. 

"One of the things I found was the lack of profes- 
sional full-time staff support," Mr. Huntoon said dur-

ing an interview just a day after the Board of Selectmen 
reached an agreement with Lakeville Selectman Richard 
LaCamera to become his successor. "The Town Accoun- 
tant was part-time ... and we didn't have a Town Plan- 
ner at the time. We made the Accountant full-time (and) 
brought in (Town Planner) Randall Kunz." 

Dealing with town employees and personnel 
became one of Mr. Huntoon' s primary duties and he 
stressed that hiring the best possible people to do the job 
is key. Then it's simply a matter of letting them do their 
jobs and stay out of the way. 

"Town Administrator's jobs are very challeng- 
ing," he said. "You have the politics part of it, and you 
have the business management part of it. To be effective, 
in my mind, you have to depend on and support the pro-

fessional staff. Fortunately, we have a great professional 
staff in Rochester — some towns don't. Just support the 
staff (and) leave them alone." 

Over the past eight years, Mr. Huntoon has had 
the privilege of actively overseeing the construction of 
a new Police/ Communications Building, a new Senior 
Center, a new Highway Department building, along with 
the renovation of leased space at the Rochester Woman's 
Club to be used as a Town Hall Armex, and various other 
"works in progress." 

"When I got here, if you got arrested in Rochester, 
you were taken to the police trailer and, depending on 
the severity of your crime, you were chained to a park 
bench," Mr. Huntoon said. "(We) formed a committee of 
some 20 citizens to come up with a design for a Police / 
Communications Building ... and we occupied the build- 
ing starting in 2002." 

Shortly thereafter, a new Senior Center was built 
just down the road from the Police Station on Dexter 
Lane. 

"At the same time the town had been rejected 
twice for a $600,000 grant for the Senior Center," he said. 
"Using a professional staff member — Conservation 
Agent Laurell Farinon, who has grant-writing experience 
— we went back to the state and got a $600,000 grant for 
the Senior Center. We transferred the remaining $400,000 
out of the Stabilization Fund to cover the $1.1 million 
project."

Mr. Huntoon also pointed to some of the key 
personnel changes he helped oversee during his tenure: 
not least of which was the hiring of fellow Mattapoisett 
resident Paul Magee as the town's Police Chief. 

"We used to average about one grievance a week 
from the Police Department," Mr. Huntoon said. "With 
Chief Magee it's worked out extraordinarily well. He's 
been here almost three years as Police Chief." 

The town's civilian Communications Department 
also saw the promotion of longtime dispatcher Tracy El- 
dridge to the position of full-time Chief Dispatcher when 
Kathy O'Brien stepped down; and Mr. Huntoon was 
involved in first bringing in the law firm of Perry, Hicks, 
Crotty and Deshaies as Town Counsel and, more recently.

hiring Attorney Blair Bailey as the town's part-time, in- 
house Legal Counsel. 

"(Mr. Bailey) participates with the various boards, 
so it preempts a lot of potential litigation," Mr. Huntoon 
said. 

Among his proudest achievements, Mr. Hunt- 
oon cited the hiring of Rochester resident Mike Meunier 
as Facilities Manager and the establishment of ongoing 
monthly public safety meetings with various department 
heads as being both innovative and cost-saving measures. 

"One of the things we looked at was the cost for 
bidding out (projects)," Mr. Huntoon said. "Under state 
law, it requires a Project Manager be assigned for any- 
thing over $1 million. The Board of Selectmen and I were 
looking at putting an addition onto Memorial School. We 
also were looking at possible renovations to Town Hall 
(and) the Plumb Memorial Library ... (so) we said maybe 
we should look at our own Project Manager." 

After hiring Mr. Meunier to fill that role, Mr. 
Huntoon said the town has saved a lot of money on vari- 
ous building projects. 

"The library (renovations were) expected to cost 
$1 million — it's only cost $60,000 to (renovate the ves- 
tibule)," Mr. Huntoon said. "The Memorial School (roof 
and windows) were done for $35,000 — it was expected to 
cost over $100,000." 

And Mr. Huntoon said the monthly public safety 
meetings are something every town should consider

adopting. 

"We meet monthly with the Board of Selectmen, 
Police Chief, Fire Chief, EMS Director, Highway Surveyor, 
and Facilities Manager," Mr. Huntoon said. "These are the 
people who are out in the town and they see what hap- 
pens. We have resolved so many issues with these meet- 
ings. The other towns don't do it, (but) it would help to 
get everyone working together." 

Of course, there's still more that needs to be 
done. Mr. Huntoon hopes one day the town will eventu- 
ally either expand the current Town Hall or build a new 
structure somewhere centrally. "We're working out of a 
very antiquated building that has its own space and safety 
issues," he said. "Whether it replaces that building or 
renovates it, something has to be done. You could have a 
very nice Town Hall between the Police Station and the 
Senior Center (on Dexter Lane). Maybe that would be an 
option and restore the (existing) Town Hall to its original 
meeting house." 

Having served Rochester for nearly a decade, Mr. 
Huntoon plans to retire from his Town Administrator's 
position with his head held high. 

"I'm very proud of what I've accomplished," he 
said. "I can walk away with a very high degree of satis- 
faction. Initially when I came here, I felt I could come to 
Rochester and leave my handprint in a positive way. I've 
done that in eight years. That's a long time to spend in a 
Town Administrator's job. The average (tenure) is three

(years)." 

Mr. Huntoon is also proud of all the dedicated 
town employees and professional staff he's worked along- 
side while in Rochester — both those he helped hire and 
those who have been serving the town for years. 

"I think it's the attitude of the professional staff 
here that I've developed and I'm proud of that," he said. 
"I've also had tremendous support from (Administrative 
Assistant) Veronica Lafreniere. She played an integral part 
in helping my performance level." 

As for why he opted to retire now and his plans 
for the future, Mr Huntoon remains optimistic yet prag- 
matic. 

"I've had my shelf life," he admitted. "The im- 
portant thing as a professional is that you can walk away 
proud of what you've done. I'm just going to enjoy the 
winter, sitting at my window looking out at Buzzards Bay. 
I might work (as a) Town Administrator on an interim 
basis." 

Asked what advice he'd give to his successor, Mr. 
Huntoon smiled broadly. 

"It's a very people-oriented job," he said. "You're 
not going to be able to please everybody, but if you 
handle the problems when they're small, it's better than 
letting them fester. I've always been a firm believer in 
dealing with people face-to-face."

Land Trust was formed in 1974 by eleven Mattapoisett 
citizens who sought to stem the rapid development in and 
around the South Coast region. Concentrating their efforts 
on the coastal areas surrounding Mattapoisett Harbor 
and Buzzards Bay, the trust acquired their first property 
through a donation by Ms. Joan Woodcock. The 17-acre 
tract on Long Plain Road was the first of 26 properties to 
be acquired by the group. 

Formed with three primary goals in mind, the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust's work is as relative today as 
it was more than 30 years ago. The group's goals — to 
acquire and preserve natural resources and wildlife areas 
for the use and enjoyment of present and future genera- 
tions; to educate the public about the wise use of natural 
resources; and to work with other organizations having 
similar purposes — have been their guiding force since 
1974. To date, the Mattapoisett Land Trust has acquired 
over 360 acres of land to be preserved in perpetuity.

Dexter Mill 
and Dunseith Gardens (the home of "Salty" the Seahorse) 
along Route 6 are some of the more visible and visited 
parcels held by the group. It is within some of the lesser- 
known parcels of land that dot the coastline and wood-

IGUANAS 

I recently went to buy an iguana but the person at the pet 
shop wanted me to spend a lot of money on a fancy light 
and an under the tank heater. Was he trying to rip me off? 
No, he was trying to insure good health in the iguana. 
Ultraviolet lights are vital to the health of iguanas. 
Without a light that produces utraviolet radiation the 
iguana will die of rickets. This is by far the most com- 
mon cause of death of pet iguanas. 

y\fhy would an iguana need a heater? 
Iguanas are poikilothermic (cold blooded) and need 
an external heat source to maintain their body tem- 
perature. Their bodies function best when they can 
elevate their temperatures to 95F during the day and 
lower them to 75F at night. A heat lamp above the 
tank and a heater below the tank accomplish this best.

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The board first approved the minutes of the 
June 20, June 29, August 22, September 5, September 19, 
October 3, October 17, October 30, and November 7 meet- 
ings, then met with the Board of Assessors at 7:05 pm for 
the continuation of a Tax Classification Hearing from last 
week. 

"We're recommending that you again adopt a tax 
classification rate of one, which will keep a single tax rate 
for both commercial and residential property in town," 
said Assessor Bradford Eames. 

Mr. Eames noted the single tax rate of $7.41 per 
$1,000 of valuation would cost the average homeowner 
with property assessed at $300,000 about $2,223 for the 
year.

"Almost since the beginning when EMS was

Tenacious D in The Pick of Destiny. Starring Jack Black and 
Kyle Gass. Directed by Liam Lynch. Running time: 104 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: R. 

The logical problem with Tenacious D episodes — on the 1999 
HBO series, and now the feature-length skit The Pick of Destiny — is 
that nobody in the D's unimpressed audience recognizes the D's talent. 
Time after time, the two-man acoustic-guitar band — Jack Black on 
vocals and rhythm guitar, Kyle Gass on lead guitar and back-up vocals 

— go onstage and indulge their lofty fantasy of being great hairy beasts 
of heavy-metal rock. You'd think somebody in the crowd (as happened 
in real life) would see that Black is a master of comic bluster and Gass is 
a fleet-fingered, classically trained wizard. But the mythos of Tenacious 
D demands that they be overlooked and downtrodden, in the tradition of 
comedy duos going back at least seven decades. 

Directed by frequent D collaborator Liam Lynch (also the co-creator 
of MTV's serenely trippy puppet show Sift and Oily), The Pick of Destiny 
tells the story of how J.B. and K.G. got together, bombed at open-mic 
nights, and decided to write their names in the legend books of rock by 
capturing the elusive titular pick — fashionedfromachipof Satan'stooth, 
of course. Every guitar god you can name has held the pick at one time 
or another, and it currently resides in the Rock & Roll History Museum, 
waiting for our portly heroes to come and steal it. 

This is a rambling sketch movie much in the tradition of Jay & Silent 
Bob Strike Back, Harold & Kumar Go to White Castle, and the Cheech 
& Chong films — plotless stoner comedy whose raunchy puerility is its 
point. I enjoyed it, though as a casual fan who also dug the Tenacious D 
album and DVD, I don't know how it'll play for newcomers. Some of it 
kind of blurs together with my memories of the Tenacious D HBO series; 
some of it, such as when K.G. gets lured away by college babes to play at 
their party, isn't very inspired. But the company is consistently amusing 

— Jack Black with his baby-demon grin, hurling his stocky body into 
the spotlight, while Kyle Gass plants his feet and stoically lays down 
gorgeously intricate riffs. Musically, they're Beauty and the Beast. 




Hot Rocks

The Pick of Destiny gets a lot of mileage out of the overblown rheto- 
ric and imagery of heavy metal — the bargain-basement Satanism, the 
schlock-medieval trappings, the tarot symbols, the worship of noise and 
weed and babes. On one level, the D — two guys playing head-banging 
anthems about kielbasa or karate on acoustic guitars — satirize the peren- 
nially sophomoric obsessions of rock. On another, though, they restore a 
kind of purity to it; Jack Black in particular is a loudly passionate acolyte 
of Everything That Rocks, and his church is inclusive enough to welcome 
Robert Johnson and Beethoven. If it's loud or insane and it rocks your 
face off, it's good. 

Really, though, the best way to experience Tenacious D is to watch 
and hear them doing their mock-titanic specialty in concert; their Com- 
plete Masterworks DVD includes a full gig they did in London, and any 
five minutes of it are funnier and even more dramatic than this amiably 
dumb-assed movie. The Pick of Destiny doesn't go much beyond the 
HBO show, and for every bit that hits (J.B.'s mushroom-enhanced romp 
with Sasquatch) there's one that just sort of lies there (four guys dressed 
like the Clockwork Orange droogs beat up J.B. — a tenuous Beethoven 
connection, I guess). It's the kind of movie that'll play better on DVD, 
allowing you to kick back and check out the deleted scenes and listen to 
the audio commentaries. Still, the very fact that there's a Tenacious D 
movie that opened in almost 2,000 theaters shows that this can still be a 
fairly cool and amusing world.
